Washington, April 80 —The division 
of customs and inxuktr affairs of the 
war detrim ent has made public an ad­ 
vance summary of its monthly bulletin 
relative to the imports aud exports of 
the Philippine islands for the period of 1 
four mouths ended (Jct. 31 last. 
The total value of merchandise im-1 
port<*d during this period was $3,913,611, 
comprising articles of food and animals 
to (he value of Ii,084,124, manufactured : 
artic I rn $1,633,424, luxuries #4(>3,808, Im­ 
ported articles in a crud • condition #473,- J 
208, and articles not classified 11,350,907. ' 
Goods to th«* amount of $178,707 wen* 
admitted free of duty. 
The total value of exports during these 1 
four mouths wax $5,774,(149, of which 1 
agricultural products amounted to $?,-| 
102,4 is, products of manufactures $47 J,* 
391, products of mining $18,391 and ex­ 


p o rte r! articles not classified $101,829. 
During the above period 740 sailing. 
Vessels and 441 steam vessels Mitered I 
Philippine ports, aud 788 sailing vessels 
and I i i steam vessels cleared from the 
ports of the islands. 
The lo a1 trad** with all ports combin­ 
ed wa', importation $9,978 and exporta­ 
tion $i, 414,220. 
Although the imports 
during this period exceeded the exports 
by $>.342,918, only three ports were open 
for trade. 
The report records the fact that tho 
sanguinary war carried on in the moat 
fertile portions of the islands very nat­ 
urally paralyzed native industries, large 
quantities of hemp, rice, etc., being de­ 
stroyed by retrmtiug insurgents to pre­ 
vent the same from falling into Amer­ 
ican hands. 
Under normal conditions, 
however, it is expected that the trade 
of the Philippines will increase greatly 
aiel the balance of trade turn strongly 
iu favor of the islands.
